‘BERLIN, May 7.—In”an interview in 
the National Zeitung of yesterday James 
W. Gerard, the Ameri¢an Ambassador, 
asserts that he has always’ striven” to 
avert a conflict between Germany and 
the. United States. He declares’ un- 
founded the charges of critics that he is 
an enemy 8f the German people. 


AMSTERDAM, (via: ‘London,) Monday, 
May 8.—The text of ‘the interview with 
Ambassador Gerard, as published by the 
Neues Wiener Jornal of Vienna, is: as 
follows : j 
“I cannot tell about Ra in 
America because J have not beén there 
for three years, nor am _ I sufficiently 
informed as to“the views of the Presi- 
dent. and Secretary of State, for ‘the 
reason that cornmunication between Ber- 
Mn and Washington is very. difficult, 
éven for me. But I hope that peace 
between. Germany and the United States 
will be maintained: a 

“TI wish you would State that in this 
crisis. and in. all former crises I have 
attached the utmost importance to 
clearing . away misunderstandings be- 
tween Germany and: America. I have 


always done everything to help avert 
a. conflict between the Government to 
which I.am accredited and my Govern- 
ment. I do not wish for war between 
Germany and America, have never 
wished it, shall. never wish it. The 
accusation: that L am an enemy of 
the Germens_is‘.absolutely untrue. I 
have ‘never done .anything to. justify 


the reproach that. I dishke the Ger- 
man. people, : 

‘“It has been said of me lately, with- 
oyt a semblance of proof, that I have} 
encouraged my Governfhent te go to 
war, that I said the German Govern- 
ment could make as many . concessions 
as it wished, but war. was inevitable, 
because I wished it. They have said 
that I owned a munitions factory in 
America and, therefore, was financially 
interested in war. 

“*In an effort to malign me they even 
wrote to the Crown Princess that my 
wife had decorated her dog With the 
orders the Kaiser had conferred on her 
and that she had taken the dog, thus 
bedecked, for a walk in Unter Den 
Linden. 

'**T am exceedingly incensed at these 
maliciously false stories, which have 
gained wide circulation even',in re- 
sponsible circles in. Berlin. I appeal 
from these base falsehoods to the: lead- 
ers of the German Government. They 
know that I have always. done every- 
thing to maintain peace between Ger- 
Many and America. Naturally, I can; 
not say what happened at the Germah 
Army Headquarters, where I met-the 
Kaiser. I cannot say whether I asked 
the Kaiser for an audience or he in- 


vited me to meet him. I am only my 
Government’s servant. I receive orders, 
Carry them out and report as to their 
performance. I “do not, however, play 
a decisive part therein.’ 








* Something in the Air,” 
- Says Gibbons, of Peace Talk 


BALTIMORE, May 7.—When asked 
today abou tthe steps being taken to 
bring about peace among the warring 
mations, Cardinal Gibbons said: 
“ There is something in the air.” It 
would be presumption on his part, 
however, he added, to attempt to say 
what those who were trying to find 
a medium for peace were doing. 

The Cardinal said he had an inkling 
of what the note handed to President 
Wilson by Archbishop Bonzano Sat- 
urday contained, but would not say 
what were his conclusions. Until the 
contents of the note were made 
known, the Cardinal said, it would 
not be well to conclude that steps to 
bring about peace were under way. 
Referring to his visit to President 
Wilson months ago, he said: 

** Publication at that time of» ru- 
mors and supposed messages that I 
brought to Mr. Wilson caused the 
Pope much embarrassment.”

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The air of 
the capital is full of peace rumors. It 
is reported that Pope Benedict has asked 
the President to undertake a movement 


for bringing hostilities in Europe to an 
end. 

There is talk aiso that Colonel E. M. 
House, President Wilson's close friend, 
Who has made two trips to Europe in the 
President’s benalf since the war was 
begun, will return to the belligerent 
countries fer the express purpose of 
ascertaining whether the time is ripe for 
American mediation. This report, how- 
ever, was denied tonight in a thoroughly 
informed quarter. 

Secretary Lansing returned unexpect- 
edly tonight from Annapolis and had a 
conference with Presiaent Wilson at 
the ite House. it is unusual for 
the President tu recerve even official 
visitors on Sunday or at night, and the 
Tule has been tnat conlerences were 
called by the Presideni, at sucn times 
only when matters of the most pressing 
importance were to be consiaered. 

After the cunference the Secretary 
declined to make any statement with 
regard to his business with the Presi- 
dent, and no explanation was forthcom- 
ing fron. the White House. ‘The belief 
is that the visi: had a tnreefoid pur- 
pose—to cnuable the President to discuss 
with Mr. Lansing the new situation 
created in Mexico by the raids on Glen

DUBLIN, May 7.—Countess Georgina 
Markievicz, one of the. prominent figures 
in the Irish revolt, was sentenced to 


but the sentence has been commuted to 
penal servitude for life, it was officially 
announced this aftérnoon. The death 
sentence upon Henry O’Hanrahan was 
also commuted to a life term. 

Death sentences imposed upon George 
Plunkett ang John Pluntgtt, brothers of 
Joseph Plunkett, who was executed last 
week, have been commuted to ten years’ 
penal servitude. 

The official statement announcing the 
séntericés and/comnmutations says:

BIG GERMAN DRIVE 
GAINS AT VERDUN 


Repeated Attacks Finally Carry 
French Positions on Both 
Sides of the Meuse. 


PARIS MAKES THE REPORT 


Works Near Hill 304 Lost, Also 500 
Meters of Trenches—Heavy 
Cost to Germans. 


ARIS, May 7.—In fierce attacks on 
both banks of the Meuse today. the 
German forces gained ground from the 
French. They entered the French com- 
municating trenches east of Hill 304, 
on the west of the Meuse, and also 
gained a footing in the first Freneh 
line east of the Meuse, between Hau- 
dromont Wood and Fort Douaumont, 
over an extent of nearly a third of a 
mile. 

. The official communication of the 
French War Office making this an- 
nouncement tonight reads as follows: 

On the. left bank of the Meuge a 
bombardment: of extreme violence 
which lasted without cessation for 

two days in the region of Hill 304 
was followed today by a powerful 
German attack delivered against our 
fro.t between Hill 804 and Le Mort 
Homme. The enemy after repeated 
efforts ffenetrated the underground 
passageways east of Hill 304. Every- 
where else he was repulsed with seri- 
ous losses inflicted by our machine 
guns and batteries, which energet- 
ically bombarded .the German lines. 

On the right bank, after’ intense ar- 
tillery preparation, the Germans de- 
livered several successive attacks 
against our trenches between Hau- 
dromont Wood and Fort Douaumont. 
In the western part of the front the 
enemy attack gained a footing for

Venezia Outruns Submarines’ 
Two Companions 1,200 Miles 
‘Out of Bordeaux. 


MAY HAVE LEFT KIEL FEB. 28 


British Naval Attache. Suggests 
English Cruisers at Practice, 
but. Warns Canada. 


The repogt that two German subma- 
rines were headed toward the Ameri- 
can coast under convoy of two 
commerce raiders was. brought to 
New York yesterday by the ~Fabre 
liner Venezia, which narrowly escaped 
capture, and escaped because of her 
superior speed.,. The chase and escape 
{ook place on April 29, when the Venezia 
was 1,200 miles out from Bordeaux and 
about 1,800 miles from New York. 

British. Naval Reserve officerg in New 
York on merchant ships said last night 
that the two raiders probably had es- 
caped from Kiel on the night of Feb. 
28 in company with’ the Greif, which was 
sunk on the following morning in the 
North Sea by the British auxiliary 
cruiser Andes. Four raiders got out at 
that time, and the sighting of the two 
by tne Venezia on April 29 leaves one 
morc to be accounted for. 

Captain Bonifacio of the Venezia, who 
te a taciturn man and averse to pub- 
beity, refused to give any account of 
the incident to reporters when the steam- 
snip was docked at her pier, foot of 
Lhirty-tirst Street, South Brooklyn, and 
said he would make his report today to 


the agents of the Fabre Line and the 
Frencn Consul. 


As Told by an Eyewitness. 


The followjng account of the incident 
was given.to a T1mps reporter on board 
‘the Venezia yesterday afternoon by 2 
responsible membér 6f thé ship's com- 
pany, who would not “permit his name 
to be used. He was on deck and took 
notes of what happened from the time 
thé raiders were first sighted, shortly 
after noon, until they were lost- vas sight 
at sundown. 

“We left Bordeaux on April 24, and 
had fairly fine. weather crossing the Bay. 
of Biscay into the Atlantic and were 
averac'ng about twelve’ knots, which 
would bring the Venezia to within 1,800 
miles cf Néw York at nodn’on April 29. 

‘* About 12:30 the officer on. the bridge 
sighted a two-masted stéamship, with 
one funnel about four miles away on 
the port bow, steaming toward our track 
as if to cut us off. A few minutes later 
we saw the flash of a gun from her 
ide, followed by the report, which the 
Captain, who was then on t bridge, 
took as a signal to stop. here had 
been rumors at Bordeaux before we 
left. that two or three German raiders 
had got out of Kiel, which caused the 
Cuptain to keep a strict lookout for any 
suspicious vessels. The stranger as she 
came closer appeared to be a merchant 
vessel of about 3,000 gross tons. She 
did not display any colors or signals, 
and apparently had no wireless on her 
masts. The masts, funnel, and hull were 
all black.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Major Gen. 
Frederick Funston notified the War De- 
partment tonight that a band of Mexi- 
cans crossed the border_ Friday night, 
Taided the American settlements of 
Glen Springs and Boquillas, in the Big 
Bend country of Texas, looting and ap- 
ply the torch to'those places, and, afer 
killing American soldiers and civilians, 
disappeared into the surrounding hills. 
The raid was a repetition of the attack 
early last March on the New Mexico 
border town of Columbus, which caused 
the United States Government to send 
a punitive expedition.into. Mexico under 
command of Brig. Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing. 

General Funston reported that three 
American soldiers were killed in the 
raid: 

COHEN, WILLIAM, nearest relative mother, 


living at.227 East Ninety-eighth Street, 
New York City. 

COLOC, STEPHEN J., nearest relative fa- 
ther, living at 33, East 
Street, New York City.

Despite pleas to: Washington for pro- 
tection, this portion of thé border was 
virtually unprotected at the time of the 
raid, and for that reason ’the bandits 
were able to egcape with greater suc- 
cess .than at |Columbus.

Inez Salazar, who crossed the border 
from the Ameriéan sidé about a mon’ 
ago, a short distance from the scene 0 
this last raid, to take thé field against 
Carranza. Salazar is an anti-American 
and is of the Cientifico party, which is 
rabidly opposed to the Carranza régime.

BERLIN, May 7, (by. Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The sinking of an allied transport 
in the Mediterranean late in April, with 
the loss of nearly all the 600 Russian 
troops on board, is reported in advices 
from Corfu, says the Overseas News 
Agency today.

ROTTERDAM, May 7, (Dispatch to

When the German Government asked 
Wilson to suggest that England should 
‘give up. her blockade grip on Germany, 
it. did so with its. tongue in its cheek. 
It knows that America will do nothing 
of the sort. Its real purpose lies in the 
alternative—a hidden. appeal to the 
President’ to ‘express in some way his 
views of how the war might bé ended. 
That is what en, is seeking along 
this devious path. 

-The shortage of foodstuffs in Germany 
has at last reached a pitch of dire need. 

Those, who. know the Germans best, be- 
lieve if worst comes to worst,. the mili- 
tary party will go the whole Way and 
allow, the people. to starve before let- 
ting the army go short, and so save 
their mflitary- power. But at themoment 
the Government is feeling a way for an 
opening; which America is tiow asked 
te make, for what for the Allies would 
be a premature peace before that stage 
is reached. If they are disappointed, 
that .stage may be reached for those, 
who know their er and determina- 
tion, are fearfvlly, confident that the 
militarists will fight to the bitter end. 

The shortage of foodstuffs is now so 
great._and certain that it may be ac- 
cepted as.a factor of real and peeeie 
importance in its bearing on the. mili- 
tary position of Germany. That is even 
now the impression here in Holland} 
where Germany’s enormous resources 
are better appreciated than in England, 
and where there always has been great 
scepticism as to the possibility of her 
being exhausted in this respect. 

If there is not yet actual starvation 

there are tens of.thousands of the popu- 
lation on the verge of that abyss and 
there may be actual starvation. 
Food riots are now a daily occurence. 
On Thursday several’ Berlin shops were 
wrecked in rlottenburg, a suburb 
of Berlin, by le fighting for meat 
and butter. 

To quiet the population of the capital 
the eo have been forced to carry out 
on a arke scale raids on the premises 
of £.tekete where meat is in storage 
and to distribute it among the people:

PARIS, May 7.—‘f The language of the 
German press entirely justifies our criti- 
cism of yesterday,’’ is the opening 
phrase of an editorial in the Journal 
des Debats, which might be taken as 
@ summary of French newspaper opin- 
ion today. 

From the Temps to the Action Fran- 
caise, all the newspapers seize on the 
discrepancy between the Wolff Agency 
version and the cabled version added 
to the Frankfort Gazette's insistence 
on the conditional nature of the Ger- 
man offer to modify submarine war- 
fare as implying that Germany will 
revoke the concession if America does 
not make England relax the blockade. 
To such.a proposal French opinion can 
only »s one answer—a rupture more 
or lesS“immediate.. The Journal des 
Debats develops thepoint further: ‘‘ The 
German press, laying a double game, 
says to America, ‘accept the reply, 

cause we agree to what you ask,’ 
then whispers to the German péople, 
‘be reassured; we have yielded noth- 
ing.’ Even if fhe German offer were 
not conditional’ it only refers to the 
question of warning to be given by 
submarine Commanders before sinking 
ships. But’ that point was not raised 
in the note of April 18.

WOULD BROADWAY SUBMIT? 





Holland Follows Withelm’s Lead 
-and England May—Some Per- 
sons Here Favor the Idea. 





What would Broadway think if all the 
theatre curtains went up tonight just 
as the sun was setting? What would 
Broadway say if the clocks proclaimed 
it bedtime an hour before the dawn 
said it was time to go home? 

In other words, would you get up if 
your alarm clock told you to, even if 
there were no sunshine through the 
bathroom window? Would you go to 
bed an hour earlier just because your 
watch said it was the proper thing to 
do? Does the world move by the clock 
or by the sun? 

These are questions Americans may 
be called upon to answer, since the Eu- 
ropean nations are moving all their 
clocks an hour ahead to gain a little 
more daylight. The idea started -with 
the Kaiser. Joshua ordered the sun to 
stand still, and it was said that the 
sun obeyed. Now Wilhelm has emu- 
lated Joshua, and on May 1, by order 
of his Federal Council, all the clocks in 
the German Empire were turned up an 
hour. The Kaiser wanted his folks to 
go to work earlier and.to quit earlier, 
that the coal formerly-used in generat- 
ing heat and light for the evening fire- 
side could be used to help beat the 


Allies. 

Now comes the news that Holland has 
followed suit, and England is expected 
to enact the ‘Greater Daylight Bill’ on 
May 13. 

Professor Joseph French Johnson, 

mist, said last night that it was 
oh a aeen idea. He thought New York- 
ers and the rest of Americans lived by 
the clock and not by the sun. He 
thought the nation would gain an hour's 
pertectly good daylight if all the clocks 
were -turned ahead an hour. 

‘*] keep my clock a half hour fast 
so that it makes me get up in time to 
be at my business despite myself,’’ said 
he. ‘‘ That’s the same idea. , =i 

“‘If a man is used to getting up at 7 
o’clock he will continue to get up at 7, 
even if that hour is really an hour 
sooner than he is used. to. if the same 
man gets to work at 9 o’clock he will 
continue to get to work at 9 o’clock 
whether the sun is as high in the 
heavens or not. In the same way the 
man who is used to routing 11 o'clock 
will retire at the same hour. It will 
have been the same length of time since 
he quit work, even if not so long after 
sundown. He will sleep an_ hour more 
when it is dark and an hour less when it 
is light. The hour lost on the other end 
of the day will be at night really, and 
thus we would gain an hour Fre of 
daylight if the change were made.’

think the whole matter was one of 
‘kidding one’s self’’ and that in a 
short time the situation would be rela- 
tively just what it was before.

If the 
London Exchange quit an hour earlier 
by the sun it was said that the New 
York Exchange would consider opening 
an hour earlier by the sun whether the 
clocks said it was 10 or 9 o'clock. 

Secretary George W. Ely said last 
night that the Stock Exchange manage- 
ment ‘had not considered the matter at 
all. He didn’t think it would make a 
great deal of difference to the New 
York Exchange if the London Exchange 
shifted its opening and closing hours.

MARSEILLES, May 7.—The canal 
under the mountain between Marseilles 
and the River Rhone, constituting one 
of the ‘most notable engineering achieve- 
ments of modern times, was officially 
opened today in the presence of a dis- 
tinguished gathering of members of 
the Cabinet and other officials, includ- 
ing Marcel Sembat, Minister of Public 
Works; Etienne Clementel, Minister of 
Commerce, and Joseph Thierry, Under 
Secretary of War. 

Hitherto Marseilles, although a great 
port of entry for the Mediterranean, has 
been walled in from Central France by 
a mountainous ridge that sweeps around 
the northern side of the city. The 
canal is chiefly remarkable in that it 
pierces this barrier, the waterway run- 
ning for five miles in a tunnel under 
@ mountain. It thus has the effect of 
linking Marseilles with inland cities 
such as Lyons, Avignon, and Valence, 
and putting it in touch with the exten- 
sive inland commerce along the River 
Rhone. It will also give Marseilles a 
direct water connection with Havre and 
the North Sea.

The first prize essay in the Church 
Peace Union’s annual essay writing 
contest, the winners of which were an- 
nounced yesterday, is described as one 
which “‘calls upon the United States 
to give up its preparedness program 
and to follow instead a policy of 
pacifism.’” The prize of $1,000 was 
awarded to the Rev. Washington Glad- 
den of Columbus, Ohio. The essay is 
entitled ‘‘ The Forks of the Road,” and 
is published by the Macmillan Com- 
pany. 

Three prizes of $500, $300, and $200 
were awarded to theological students. 
They were Harry Hoffs of the West- 
ern Theological Seminary, Holland, 
Mich.; Robert Ellsworth of Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology, and W. O. 
Blount of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary of Louisville. 

Women lead as winners of the prize 
to “‘ church members between the ages 
of 20 and 30.’’ They were Pauline Mae 
Fellansbee, Maiden, Mass., and Pearl 
Helen Horth, Meadville. The men were 
Arthur Lockwood Johnson, San Jose, 
Cal.: Charles L. Stewart, Urbana, IIl., 
and J. C. Sandall, Chicago.

\IRECORDS IN PERIL 


IN BIG AUTO RACE 


Noted Drivers Will Seek to Set 
New Standards in Metro- 
politan Trophy Race. | 


An automobile racing meet of great in- 
terest and which may set new standards 
in the sport for this country will occur on 
the occasion of the Metropolitan Trophy 
Race at the Sheepshead Bay Speedway 
next Saturday. The twenty-three en- 
tries include many of the most success- 
ful and noted drivers in the world. A 
majority of the best known foreign cars 
and also a satisfactory representation 


of American made cars will be on the 
starting mark. The change a shorter 
distance is practically an experiment, 
and automobile racing men generally be- 
lieve it a wise -one. 

This is the formal opening of the 
Bastern season. The Speedway is the 
largest and said to be’the fastest in 
the world. The roads from various 
points are all in exceptionally good con- 
dition and free from repair operations. 
Reservations have been made from such 
distant points as San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton 


The great preparedness parade on Sat- 
urday, it is predicted, will bring. out 
a greater number of lovers of the racing 
sport, as the time of starting the Met- 
ropolitan race has been put off until 
8:30 in the afternoon. Special arrange- 
ments have been Made on all surface, 
subway, and elevated lines to run special 
trains, direct to the track, so that there 
will be remarkable and comforting celer- 
ity in the handling of the crowd ‘that 
will assemble. Last year at the Astor 
Cup race the track was emptied in less 
than an hour, and this year all minor 
imperfections that might arise in_ the 
handling of the spectators have. been 
carefully and painstakingly looked after, 
so that it is promised no one will have 
any difficulty in getting to the track or 
2 he off! al Bs ti and _ trial runs 

The ofticial practice 
in earnest will continue all this wéek at 
the track. While it is never safe to 
make. predictions, many enthusiasts are 
already backing their opinions of the 
probable winner in a wagering way. 

Resta is a prime favorite. The Eng- 
lish cars have their vociferous follow- 
ing. A driver from whom much is ex- 

ected is Christiaens. 

PNot a driver lets his car do its ca- 
pacity in front of the grand stand, but 
efforts have been made to get accurate 
lines on the conditions of the cars as 
the drivers opened up steadily and in 
earnest along the back stretch after the 
second bank. 

The drivers have figured it out that 
the Coney Island Cup race at twenty 
miles (for which the same men and cars 
are entered as in the Metropolitan Tro- 
phy race) will be the. fastest, most ex- 
citing race ever run in history. The car 
that gets ahead once, barring accidents, 
has a great advantage. Losing a tire 
or having. to stop for any other reason 
will lose the race. It should be a run- 
away battle from the first. instant, a 
thrill of several minutes’ duration. A 
world’s record may be hung up in the 
event. 

Fred Wagner, the official starter, and 
the officials of the automobile authori- 
ties will do the inspecting and timing 
during the preliminary runs every day 
this week and officiate at the elimina- 
tion trials, at which each car must show 
a speed of at least ninety miles an 
hour. 

In case of rain Saturday there is a 
movement on foot to get the directors 
of the Metropolitan Trophy race to have 
it run on Sunday, May 14. The matter 
is attracting wide attention, as it would 
be a notable innovation to have racing 
on Sunday. There are conflicting opin- 
ions among legal authorities as to 
whether automobile racing conflicts with 
the penal code, and there are many 
people who express the wish that the 
race could be held on that day in true 
Parisian style, chiefly because so many 
more of the general public are free on 
that day to seek outdoor amusement. 
Again, many persons who want to ap- 
pear in the preparedness parade on Sat- 
urday favor the Metropolitan Trophy 
race being postponed to Sunday. 

In the more recent practice spins at 
the Speedway, Joseph Christiaens ne- 
gotiated the two-mile board circuit for 
three laps at the rate of 109 miles an 
hour, while Dario Resta jogged along 
at a speed of 105 miles an hour. Johnny 
Aiken was also in the speed trial and 
hugged Resta’s wheels for’ the entire 
six miles. 

The time taken for the brushes is 
not official, as.they are merely warm- 
ing up trips, but according to experts 
who have witnessed the trials, the big 
race will require a speed of 120 miles 
an hour to win. 

The field will be the 
facing a starter in a speedway event. 
The list now includes twenty-three 
names, as said above, with a prospect 
of more, as many of the amateur 
drivers’ have held off their entries 
owing to their ‘‘specials’’ being late 
in delivery.

Cornell’s overwhelming track victory 
‘over Harvard on Saturday augurs. well 
for the success of Jack Moakley’s men 
in the intercollegiate championships at 
Cambridge on May 26 and 27. fhe 
‘* wizard of Ithaca’’ has strengthened 
a team that has been developed for two 
years to such an extent that the pres- 
ent indications are Cornell will repeat 
its triumph of last year in the inter- 
collegiates. ; 

Despite efforts that have been made 
to belittle the ability of the ‘‘only’” Jack 
Moakley, he stands out above any other 
college trainer in the country from the 
viewpoint of success with /men. 
Moakley has shown for more than a 
decade that he ‘knows an athlete, and, 
better still, knows how to bring out 
his highest ability. He has trained 
some of the world’s greatestathletes, 
and Has developed more winning track 
teams in the intercollegiate. champion- 
ships than any other college trainer in 
the United States. 

Moakley taught John Paul Jones many 
of the finer points of cinderpath compe- 
tion, despite some opinions to the con- 
trary. He did not make Jones, to be 
Sure, because Jones was born a won- 
derful runner, but he certainly kept the 
former world’s record holder for the 
mile in shape to’ retain his superiority 
while he was in competition. Moakley 
how can depend considerably on one of 
the greatest of all-round athletes to 
assist Cornell in retaining the intercol- 
legiate championship this year. ‘Alma 
Richards, formerly ‘of the University of 
Utah, should be a factor for Cornell in 
the approaching titular meeting, but 
when it comes down to rock bottom it:-is

Sins af Greens Committees. 


This is the time of the year when the 
deadly over Winter work of the ama- 
teurs on the Greens Committees of the 
various clubs appears at its worst. The 
golfers who descend into traps placed 
exactly where theré should be a fine 


stretch of fair green are loud in their 
condemnation of misapplied energy, and 
the professionals are gazing on the scene 
pityingly with an I-told-you-so attitude. 

There is a movement on foot at ptes- 
ent among the professionals in the Pro- 
fessional Golfers’ Association to improve 
the general knowledge of the average 
pro on this subject, but in the great 
majority of cases the amateur greens 
committeeman with miscroscopic quali- 
fications for his position wields such 
power that even the present knowledge 
of the professional is more than suffi- 
cient for the demands that are made 
upon it. Asa result of this situation the 
metropolitan district is, dotted with golf 
courses which are all that a golf course 
should not be. On one Long Island 
course recently the Greens Committee 
constructed a large, roomy bunker ex- 
tending all the way across the fairway 
at a distance of 180 yards from the front 
of the tee. disregarding with magnificent 
contempt the fact that not half a. dozen 
players in the club could consistently 
carry the trap, while most of them would 
be forced to take a driver and a niblick, 
in the order named, with monotonous 
regularity. 

Discussing another phase of this same 
situation, the professional at one of the 
prominent courses said: ‘‘ Every foot 
of this course has been dug out and re- 
filled so‘often that I feel as if I were 
playing in a cemetery. Each committee- 
man thinks it his duty to fill up at least 
one trap and to dig another to be filled 
up by his successor.”’ 

It is hard to understand the mental 
processes which lead financiers, doctors, 
and lawyers, with intellectual capacity 
their chief stock in trade, to commit 
such egregious blunders. It seems as 
if the term of the Greens Committee is 
taken up by remedying old mistakes 
and making new ones. There are, it is

Accordingly 
he, returned to New York three ér four 
years. ago with a working English vo- 
cabulary and made his début in an Eng- 

lish-speaking role. in ‘‘ Maria. Rosa,’’ a 

vivid drama, adapted from the Spanish,

ter than that, but the cynics wouldn’t 
believe his story. : 

‘‘Maria Rosa’ is as good if not a 
better picture than ‘‘ Carmen,” in which 
Miss Farrar was first.translated to the 
screen. The story of the peasant girl 
who is tricked into marrying the man 
responsible for the false imprisonment 
of the one she really ves and who 
kills the netreye when She learns the 
truth, is less widely known than Prosper 
Merimee’s immortal tele, and it does not 
suffer in its present version through 
comparison with a version’ expressed 
by: means of a more satisfactory and 
effective medium. The shadow “ Car- 
men’’ always had to be compared, to its 
Own decided disadvantage, to the more 
substantial ‘‘ Carmen” of Bizet and the 
opera stage. 

Theda Bara vampired again yesterday 
at the Academy of Music. It would be 
a waste of time to go into the intri- 
cacies of the plot and enumerate the 
number of homes wrecked and lives 
blasted by the character Miss Bara por- 
trayed in ‘‘ The Eternal Sapho,’ for 
Miss Bara has been doing this sort of 
thing in every picture for which she 
ever acted. It is rumored that never 
again is this clever screen actress to 
play such a réle, and for her own sake, 
without taking the public into consider- 
ation, it is to be hoped the rumor is 
true. 

That Miss Bara is clever is proven 
by the fact that she burst from ob- 
scurity into fame when her first picture 
appeared something over a year ago. 
But she has vampired so much that she 
has lost her sense of values and cari- 
catures a type of woman she formerly 
gave a vivid portrait of: Now accumu- 
lation of detail and over-emphasis have 
spoiled the portrait.

FAREWELL TO SOTHERNS. 


Speakers at Twilight Club Dinner 
Regret Decision to Quit Stage. 


E. H. Sothern and Julia. Marlowe were 
again the guests of honor at a dinner of 
farewell given last night by the Twi- 
light Club in the ballroom of the Hotel 
Biltmore. There were about 700 diners 
and enough special guests to fill a table 
that stretched almost the entire length 
of the. room. 

The club has a rule that except in 
certain specified instances no speaker 
shall talk longer than five minutes, and 
this arrangement made it possible for 
many to express their regret that these 
players should have decided to retire 
at the zenith of their careers. The gen- 
eral tenor of the speeches was that per- 
haps they might change their minds 
and return to the stage, or, at least, 
that the public would cherish such a 
hope. # 

Daniel Frohman, who acted as toast- 
master, characterized Miss Marlowe’s 
career as one of the high lights in the 
American history of drama, and said 
that Miss Marlowe was the sole and 
shining representative of the heroines 
of the drama. , 

It was Arthur Brisbane who expressed 
emphatically the belief that they might 
repent of their ‘‘ rash action.’’ .Mr. 
Brisbane said the Sotherns had been ed- 
ucators, teachers, inspirers, and that if, 
as had been said, their average audience 
was 1,000 persons, they had in their 
time imparted thought, inspiration, and 
feeling to 7,000,0Q2 people. 

Mr. Brisbane spoke so feelingly of the 
regard in which he held the Sotherns 
that Laurette’ Taylor, who tollowed 
shortly -atterward, recalling a certain 
anti-modvie speech the editor once made 
at a movie dinner, remarked that she 
was glad Mr. Brisbane liked the Soth- 
erns and that personaily if she were 
being given a tareweil dinner she 
thought she would write Mr. Brisbane 
a letter in this vein: ‘‘I like you and 
would like to have you speak at my 
dinner. Do you like me?” Miss Taylor 
blamed W. Bourke Cochran, who had 
spoken just before her till the gong rang 
twice, tor her Irish accent. 

James K. Hackett expressed the opin- 
ion that an actor’s enduring fame rested 
on the estimate of his fellow players 
handed aown by wo of mouth, in 
which case the fame of the Sotherns 
with posterity would be well taken care 
of. I’'rancis Wiison was among- those 
who believed that the “players must 
come back, and that, after some éxperi- 
ence with English rain, they would come 
trailing home.

When the Washington Square Players 
began the successful season now drawing 
to its close, they promised their sub- 
scribers one production that should be 
given for them alone and last evening 
this promise was fulfilled. The perform- 
ance was given behind closed doors in 
that ostentatiously 
which seems to appease the guardians 
of the Sunday law. 

The play was ‘‘ Aglavaine and Sély- 
sette,’’ written by Maurice Maeterlinck 
something more than twenty vears ago. 
‘When Granville Barker and J. E. Ve- 
drenne presided for three eventful years 
over the destinies of the Court The- 
atre in London this curious love-drama 
was given there with Walter Hampden 
in the rdle of Méléandre, and it was 
given here in the open air at New York 
University two years ago. Thanks to 
the cunning and inspiration of the stage- 
craft, last night’s performance preserved 
to a notable degree the elusive beauty 
of a difficult play. The production was 
decidedly a credit to the Washington 
Square Players and in particular’ to 
Philip Moelier, under whose direction it 
was staged, and to Margaret Mower, 
who was quite lovely as the child-wife, 
Sélysette. 

It was impossible even for a.reviewer 
much elevated by the beauty of the play 
and its performance to help taking 
judicial cognizance of the fact that not 
a few of the patrons of the Bandbox 
had supposed this exceedingly private 
production would be roguishly naughty. 
To them, the play selected must have 
been an acute disappointment. For 
the rest, the occasion was one for 
sincere applause. “Aglavaine and 
Sélysette’’’ could’ never command a 
wide public but it will be a pity if there 
are no further performances. Perhaps 
it will emerge in the répertoire when 
the players move downtown in the Fall. 

““Aglavaine and Sélysette’’ is a tran- 
quil, twilight play wherein the Belgian 
mystic plays on the triangle in his fash- 
ion. ike Pélleas and Mélisande, 
Méléandre and Aglavaine love each other 
with the love of mates foreordained, but 
Méléandre is already wedded to the 
little Sélysette. 

*“*I love you,’’ says Aglavaine to her. 
**T love Méléandre. Méléandre loves me. 
He loves you, too; you love us both and 
yet we cannot live happily because the 
hour has not yet’ come when human 
beings mer be thus united.’’ . 

And each woman seeks to withdraw, 
but it is the little child-wife, developing 
wondrously in her hour of sorrow, who 
courageously takes her own life rather 
than stand in the way of the other two. 

This fable is told in that curious mono- 
tone which Maeterlinck carries into the 
drama from the poetry of the symbol- 
ists, but the monotone of “ Sagesse,’’ 
which serves so well in such short pieces 
as ‘‘L’Intruse’’ or ‘‘ Interieur,’’ be- 
comes the monotony of tedium when it 
is preserved bead tg) oe a play as long as 
“‘ Aglavaine and Sélysette.”’ 

Something of this inevitable monotony, 
sometimes: soothing, sometimes oppres- 
sive, has been avoided by the cuts made 
in the process of adaptation, cuts which 
lessen the reiteration and only slightly 
weaken the force of the playwright’s in- 
tent. Even thus adapted, the play re- 
mains difficult of adjustment to the 
stage. Its idiom is strange to us: it is 
really written for a theatre of the future, 
a rarefied theatre as: remote from our 
own as the elevated ideal No Man's 
Land where dwell the people of its 
fable is remote from this workaday 
world where passion is not yet archaic. 

The remoteness from life is in the 
strange accent of the play. It was re- 
flected skillfully in the highly conven- 
tionalized performance given last night, 
a conventionalization which left you with 
the feeling that you were watching the 
figures of some exquisite bas-relief. The 
unusually fine rhythm preserved in the 
playing was a notable achievement. 

The various settings were most potent 
in their appeal. The scene in the park, 
a vision of green shelter dappled with 
sunlight which recalled Titania’s knoll 
in Barker’s production of the ‘‘ Dream,” 
was suggestive of vernal loveliness. The 
scene in the moonlit, windswept tower 
by the sea where Sélysette throws her 
weight against the crumbling wall had 
a beauty the theatres on Broadway 
rarely approach.

The kind of rural credit needéd in 
this Gountry begins ‘with the farmer. 
Farming is not an inefficiént industry 
because credit is sCarce or dear. Rural 
credit and capital have béen scarce 
because the borrower has been waste- 
ful, shiftless, and untrustworthy. 
Where farmers have had the intelli- 
gence to combine their responsibility 
and the faith to guarantee each 
other’s paper, (believing first in them- 
selves,) they have been able to bor- 
row money at rates as low as 
merchants pay. A crédit union may 
be formed anywhere, with or without 
enabling legislation; but in some 
States laws have been -passed to 
make~it easy, and théy are hardly 
availed of. 

Advocates of rural credit propose 
to impose upon this free; individualis- 
tic, temperamental, solitary living type 
of American farmer some modifica- 
tion of the European peasant’s éx- 
perience with co-operative land banks. 
Conditions in- Europe are very dif- 
ferent. Necessity through generations 
has taught people to co-operate. They 
live close together. Each one séés 
what the others do with their land, 
their stock, and their produce; and if 
one is wasteful he will be upbraided 
for it. Moreover, he will lose his 
credit. Every piece of land is known 
like the face of the village patriarch. 
There is almost no speculation in it. 
Sons till the fields their fathefs tilled. 
Adherence to the soil becomes a habit. 
Under these conditions cheap credit 
and intensive cultivation are pdéssile, 
indeed inevitable. In this country 
there is a demand for cheap credit 
but no passion for intensive cultiva- 
tion of the soil. The samé statesman 
who expatiates upon the moral aspects 
of rural credit and proves that Rome 
perished for lack of it in the same 
breath prays that the American 
farmer may never become what the 
European peasant is—an: atom in a 
co-operative, land-limited mass. 

If the amount of money the Gov- 
ernment would be obliged by this bill 
to invest in a political scheme for re-

THE STATUE OF GREELEY. 

The statue of Horace GREELEY will 
scon be removed from the place it has 
long occupied in front of the build- 
ing of The Tribune, the néwspapér 
he founded, and by the aid of which 
he exerted a powerful and beneficent 
influence throughout this country for 
many years. here has been some 
question as to the proper disposition 
of this memorial of a gréat American 
citizen, as in its present location it 
obstructs traffic. There has been 
some idle talk about transferring it 
to a site a mile southward, on the 
Battery. There is room for it in City 
Hall Park, where it can retnain for 
fll time in the neighborhood to which 
it belongs, a neighborhood historically 
associated with the printing tradé 
and the making of newspapers. 

In time the old parklike character 
of that much-abused spot, of historic 
renown, will bé restored.. The Tweed 
Court House which has long encum- 
bered its northerly end will be re- 
moved. With the demolition of the 
unsightly Mullet Post Office, which 
cannot be deferréd many more years, 
an appropriate site for the Greeley 
statue can be found in the restored 
southerly triangle of the park, which 
should never have been built upon. 
Meanwhile, it can be placed north of 
Mail Street. 

There is no g6od reason why the 
Municipal Art Commission should re- 
fuse to sanction the transference of 
the statue to the City Hall Park. In, 
this matter, public sentiment must be 
considered, the significance of the 
memoftial taken into account. It 
would be a shameful act to remove 
this statue of one of the most emi- 
nént Americans to an inappropriate 
place, or to condemn it tothe scrap 
heap. It has long been a landmark 
of the printing house district, Let 
it remain a landmark there, & perma- 
nent réminder of the cotragé, indus- 
try, power and patriotisnyof the man 
whose memory it was designed to 
honor.

ANOTHER VILLISTA RAID. 
It is conceivable that there might 
have béen two reasonable opinions 
about the advisability of our punitive 
expedition in Mexico, though as to 
that the sentiment of the whole coun- 
try has cordially approved our Gov- 
érnment’s course. But there can be 


no two sane opinions as to the néed 


of the maintenance of a strong guard 
all along our southern frontier from 
Brownsville westward. Condemnation 
of the Carranzistas becausé of the 
new raid on American soil at Glen 
Springs, 200 miles east of El Paso, in 
which several American soldiers and 
two or more civilians were killed, 
would be futile and iH-advised. If 
we had not known that CARRANZA 
lackéd thé power to prevent the 
operations of the Villistas in Northern 
Mexico, our troops would not have 
beén dispatched across the border. 

If the Carranzistas were not equally 
aware of their weakness théy would 
not have agreed to the continuance of 
our expedition on their soil. The ex- 
traordinary mobility of the Mexican 
guefrillas, their hare-like speed afoot, 
are well known to every army man on 
the border. We have beén led to be- 
lieve that the military guard at all 
points was adequate for protection, 
and was ever on the alert to prevent 
surprige. 

Obviously, if the removal of troops 
for thé éxpédition weakened the guard 
it should have been reinforced. As 
we have urged many timés since 
March 10, the organized militia of the 
States is available for that purpose. 
The men of the National Guard all 
over the country have been willing 
and anxious to go. Our troopers were 
caught napping at Columbus, N. M., 
to begin with. There had been ample 
warning of VtLua’s activities and his 
plan to invade American territory 
was known in Douglas, Ariz., as it 
should have been in Columbus, where 
the force was large enough to check 
him if the warning had been heeded. 
At Glen Springs, however, a strangely 
small force has been overwhelmed by 
a troop of fifty. 

We have been pursuing the Villistas 
on their own ground and shooting them 
down at the rate of forty at a time. 
We have known perfectly well their 
lawlessness, their hatred of Ameri- 
cans and their murderous intent. The 
blame for the Glen Springs incident 
must bé placed, ultimately, on this side 
of the line.

WAYS OF RAISING WAGES. 

‘We are passing through an. era of 
prosperity strikes. The Néw York In- 
dustrial Commission reports an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. in employment, 
and an increase of 40 per cent. in 
wages, Wage increasés aggregating 
$54,426,500 went into effect May Day, 
benefiting 705,500 workers. Yet the 
Federation of Labor reports 336,500 
workers involved in labor disputes, 
with other disputes expected to raise 
the number to two millions. 

Two facts are remarkable in the rec- 
ord. Most of the disputes turn upon 
other matters than wages, especially 
upon “ recognition of the unions,” that 

, upon forbidding any but unionists 
to work. Most of the increases are 
madé as though present conditions 
were permanent. Only rarely are the 
incréasés in the form. of bonuses, or 
additional pay for, additional effort or 
énlargéd efficiency with less _effért 
with the af< of machinery. In still 
fewer cases is there provision ‘nade for 
the ebb of the tide in the form of re- 





duction of the incteesed pay when the

interruptions since, but comparatively 
few, brief, and less harassing.’ The 
fight to a finish convinced both par- 
ties, as they put formally on the rec- 
ord, that both suffer in such wars, and 
that both would benefit by some fair 
method of prevention and adjustment. 

Besides the linking of wagés with 
prices there was adopted a limitation 
upon the range of the rise and fall 6 
wages, and upon the interval after a 
strike before another was permissible. 
Many of the deniands for increased 
wages are based upon a claim to a 
share of profits. Particularly is this 
true regarding the increase of profits 
through the introduction of machin- 
ery. Because the profits are large the 
wage earners want both shorter hours 
and larger pay. But the profits might 
not be so large if there were allow- 
ances made for thé larger capital em- 
ployed. For example, in the coal in- 
dustry the profits upon capitalization 
are far greater than upon the invest- 
ment. The increase in wages is in 
greater proportion than that of profits 
upon either investment or capitaliza-

Then he went on to admit 
that, so far as he could see, the defeat 
at Verdun had not producéd the effect 
that might reasonably be expected in di- 
minishing either the German belief in 
ultimate victory or German confidence in 
and submissiveness to their military 
caste. 

In other words, Mr. Marconr confessed 
his inability to understand the German 
mind or to predict, from his general 
knowledge of human nature, what its re 
actions to this or that set of influences 
would be. The same admission nas 
made in One form or other by many non- 
Germans, and the rest of them would 
probably do so if they thought of it. 
From almost any given fact in any way 
connected with the war Germans draw 
conclusions peculiarly their own and dif- 
ferent frém those of other people. 
~ For instance, not one of them, whether 
at home or here, fails to see a like in- 
humanity in the English restriction of 
the German food supply and in the 
sinking of the Lusitania, and they talk 
about the ‘‘ starving of women and chil- 
dren ’’ with the same indignation we feel 
for the drowning of helpless noncombat- 
ants. Yet to everybody else it is per- 
fectly obvious that a military device of 
mere continuous pressure, the effects of 
which need be borne by its victims no 
longer than they choose, is-notably hu- 
mane, aS compared with any other used 
in war. 

The explanation of the German's view 
probably lies in his considering the em- 
bargo not a8 something to be endured 
only till the conséqueéncés approach the 
limits of the tolerable, and then to be 
terminated by surrender, put as carried 
to the bitter end of actual starvation. 
He does not recognize the possibility of 
recognized defeat. 

That is heroic, of course, but it does 
not make the torpedoing of passenger 
ships and the blockading of ports equal- 
ly, or even similarly, inhumane. Hero- 
ism has .its penalties, as woll as its re- 
wards and satisfactions, and in hero cir- 
cles it is not regarded as quite the thing 
to howl loudly, even though the full 
price be exacted.

A Way to Quicken Preparedness 
and Stimulate Patriotism. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Senate and House of Representa- 
tives cannot agree upon the amount of 
preparednéss required by this country, 
nor is it likely that they will; and the 
best legislation that the people of this 
country can hope to gét will be a com- 
promise far inadequate to meet the 
actual condition of affairs. 

I would advocate the raising by popu- 
lar subscription of a large sum of money 
which shall be used by a committee, say 
of three—a retired naval officer of 
reputation, a retired army officer of 
reputation, and a retired big business 
man of reputation—who ‘shall use the 
moneys obtained for the purpose of pur- 
chasing such armaments and munitions 
as shall be in their opinion necessary to 
supplement the preparation which Con- 
gress will eventually give us. 

Taking into consideration the vast 
sums of money that can be raised in 
any American city today in an incredibly 
short period, sometimes of two weeks or 
léss, for the purpose of any local charity, 
the amount of money-—that could thus 
be raised ‘should be énormous. It should 
be .desired that every citizen of the 
United States give something. 

It is true thé National Security League 
is raising money, but I understand the 
money it raises is used for the purpose 
of arousing public opinion, and creating 
publicity for the purpose of instructing 
Congress as to the wishes and desires 
of the people of this country. 

While the people approve of the efforts 
of the gentlemen back of the Security 
League, and while their work is most 
necessary and desired at this time, still, 
the people of the country would sub- 
scribe even more liberally if’ they knew 


that their subscriptions were actually to 


be used for the purpose of purchasing 
protection.

The Matter with Baseball. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I feel moved te agree with ‘‘ Disgusted 
Fan’’ in his suggestion that what we want 
is more good sound batting and less bunting 
and sacrificing. And yet that alone will not 
win. The Giants have another weakness even 
more pronounced tran their mediocre hitting. 
They will not run the bases. Once on first the 
players appear to anchor themselves there 
waiting to be sacrificed around to the plate. 
Note the figurés: 

In the thirteen games played to date they 
have made just forty-five runs, leas than three 
and one-half runs to the game. In these games 
they have made 113 base hits and reached 
first base in add@ition fifty-ane times on 
bases on balls, hit by pitcher, fielding errors, 
and the like. Thus’ we have 164 men on the 
bases and only forty-five runs. What's the 
answer? Here it is. Only thirteen stolen 
bases, an average of one /@ game, and 
eighty-eight men left langu@hing on bags, 
néarly twice as many as @ runs scored. 
What a leaden-footed exhibit when we take 
into consideration numerous hits for extra 
bases and the men agvanced by sacrifice 
hits. 

A little more ginger and the spirit of ad- 
venture in base iunning would have won 
easily half the games they lost. Unless they 
are longing to finish the seasdn in the place 
now occupied they will begin at once to hit 
the ball, instead of trying tO wait the pitcher 
out, and will take some measures to speed up 
their base running department.

After having recéntly reviewed the 
condition of the German savings banks 


of the situation in the German banking 
business in 1915 as typified by the two 
greatest. institutions in this line, the 
Deutsche Bank and the Dresdner Bank. 
The annual reports of these firms have 
just been issued and offer a ‘striking 
proof that, far from being. paralyzed, 
Germany's economic life is as active as 
éyey and that her finances in particular 
are strong and do not show any evi- 
dence of an approaching collapse.

The trouble with the American critics 
of Japanese policy in China lies mainly 
in their -persistent, willful refusal to 
recognize the Japanese point of view. 

Look across the narrow. seas that sep- 
arate her from the Continent of Asia. 
From, Suez to Singapore there is. no 
people capable of standing upon its own 
legs. Persia. is. dominated by Russia, 
India and Burma@h are British terri- 
tories. Cochin China is ofcupied by 
France. Siam, though still independent, 
is no factor in the molding of Asia’s 
déstiny. ,In the north Russia has swept 
everything before her advance and 
planted her flag upon the maritime 
province that was once Chiria’s. In time 
she will absorb the vast territory of 
Mongolia. England, too, has extended 
her sphere of influénce to Tibet and Sze- 
chuen. Thus more than three-fourths of 
Asia is either occupied by or under the 
influence of European powers. As his- 
tory clearly shows, Japan herself was 
more than once ménaced by the térri- 
torial ambition of these powers. But for 
her constant vigilance she would have 
long since ceased to be an independent 
nation. 

With this fact before us, is it surpris- 
ing that Japan should’ feel restive and 
Strive to intrench herself in China so 
firmly that no Western power will be 
permitted to become a dominant factor 
dn China? 

We know full well that our attitude 
toward China is “highly repugnant to 
the Chinese, who still dream of their 
past glory and, of the age when Japan 
was but their /fpupil. The patriots of 
China may still think their country great 
and capable of withstanding the en- 
croachments of Western powers. Does 
China’s, modern history support this 
view? And is @hina’s future as bright 
as her American friends would have us 
believe? We think not. We think that 
China’s destiny is as uncertain as ever, 
and that. more revolutions are in storg 
for China.

DIFFERENCE IN SCHOOLS. 


Various Stages of Development 
Noted in This Country. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with considerable interest the 
alleged statement of officers of the General 
Education Board to the effect that the public 
schools of the country are all about alike. 

It has been my fortune to have been for 
nearly twenty years a city school’ Superin- 
tendent and to have visited the schools or 
every gonsiderable city of the land within a 
few years. I have been in every State in 
the Union on educational errands. In one 
year alone I travéled 53,000 miles on rail- 
roads, visiting echools. The truth is that 
between the best and the worst schools of the 
country an age intervenes. Berween evel 
neighboring States one may discover as much 
as forty years Of difference in educational 
development. - 

As to the specific question of the courses 
of study, they differ both on paper and in 
operation very greatly. Some are wide, some 
are narrow. Only the past year I found in 
Ohio a school whére not over four studies had 
ever been taught; and three were the usual 
undertaking. ,In a California school I found 
seventeen subjects in a single grade. There 
are some seven-year elementary school grades 
prior to high school, and there are many city 
school systems with eleven years prior. to 
high school. I- found one city with sixty 
teachers, every one of whom was a man, 
and, of course, I have found cities where the 
proportion of men was almost half. 

In some cities the average age of high 
school admission is 18 and in others 15 years. 
In some cities nearly one-third of all the 
pupils are in high school, while in other clfties 
barely a tenth reach high school. 

As to the proposition that we must place 
our pupils at the side of ‘‘ easily accessible 
knowledge,’’ an attractive phrase quite likely 
to please the ufdiscerning, who doubtg it? 
The trouble is that, psychologically consid- 
ered, easily accessible knowledge is what the 
child and youth can understand. My own 
opinion is ‘that the General Education Board 
has thought primarily of the world’s needs 
and opportunities, not of the child’s capaci- 
ties and interests. Any parent with common 
sensé knows that there are lots of) things a 
boy or a girl needs to know that hé cannot 
understand, ‘‘ Milk for babies, meat far 
strong men,’’ is a g00G pedagogical maxim. 

We shall not short cut to the millennium 
by any phrase. Educational history has seen 
hundreds of them come and go, from “‘ self- 
activity "’ to ‘‘ social efficiency.”’ 

The best thing that the General Education 
Board could do would be to use. the method 
of concrete science and deal with the estab- 
lished facts. What we most-néed is to spread 
the leaven of the real practices of the best 
city schéol systems, such as Newton, Mase.; 
Boise, Idaho, and: Los Angeles, Cal. The law 
of education 1s organic growth from within. 
No nian who really knows American educa- 
tion has any confidence that @ great new 
school can be brought down in an hour out 
af the heaven of dreams. This is a 
world and it n-ust be treated as such.

That’s why I suc- 
ceeded. He tells you to use milk diluted 
with barley water. I have distributed 
50,000,000 bottles of that.’’ 

Mr. Straus explained that his milk was 
distributed in round bottom bottles so 
that is could not be placed on a table in 
a tenement and get contaminated before 
the baby got it. When he was asked 
if the pasteurized milk he distributed 
should be also sterilized. Mr. Straus 
said : i 

*““A man once received a telegram that 
his mother-in-law was dead and asking 
whether the body should be cremated or 
buried. He replied, ‘,Do both; take no 
chances.’ ’’ : 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the work done for babies 
by Dr. Jacobi and said: 

“We shall not have done enough for 
the babies until the State says that no 
mother shall work for three or four 
weeks before and after the birth of her 
Daby.”’ 


“We want no baby born into this 


world whose parents are not fit to bring 
the child into the world or to rear it 
properly,’’ he added. 

The bbi condemned what he thought 
would come in Europe—the demand of 
the State that there be more babies 
without particular attention to other 
details of their coming. 

“This is making woman only a baby- 
machine,”’ he said. ‘“ But this thing 
of war babies and war brides may have 
one good influence. For if the State 
demands more babies, society has a 
right to demand that the State give 
them a proper heritage and see that 
they grow up in proper surroundings. 


To Cut Infant Mortality in Two. 


Dr. Haven Emerson, Commissioner of 
Health, said that the city would under- 
take the task of halving the number 
of 18,000 babies that die in New York 
annually before they are a year old. 

**If any one had said five years ago 
that we would reduce the first year 
infant mortality to seventy-five in a 
thousand, we would have been told 
that it was impossible,’”’ he said, ‘‘ yet 
that has been done. New York has 
beat all the big cities of the world 
in this fight. Infant mortality is a 
bargain counter proposition for the 
health authorities because the results 
of scientific methods are certain and 
sure. There are rooms in this city in 
which babies are born that calves and 

igs would not be allowed to be born in. 
Ike time will come when we will have 
the power to abolish such places. 

“But the great field is that of pre- 
natal influence. Metal poisoning of the 
mother which occurs in so many in- 
dustries in this country is _a factor, 

- ut the greatest factor in New York 
City. is the consumption of alcohol by 
rents. While it may be demonstrated 
hat alcohol may be used in small 
quantities by individuals without ap- 
parent harm to themselves, it invari- 
pbly harms their offspring.”’ 

Dr. Emerson said the greatest work 
being done for babies was the teaching 
of ciris in grammar schools how to care 
for them. He also praised the work of

The New York Milk Committee has 
issued a statement Saying that it has 
been unable to verify the assertion that 
scurvy among babies was increasing be- 
cause of the genera! use of pasteurized 
milk. “There are no morbidity sta- 
tistics existent with which to determine 
oe apt a of infantile sickness of any 
Single type of disease. In so far as the 
death rate may be taken as a criterion 
the number of infant deaths from 
scurvy during 1915 was only six, 
as against nine deaths from this dis- 
ease in 1905. On the other hand, the 
infant death rate from intestinal dis- 
eases has been greatly reduced since 
the adoption of the asteurization re- 
quirements for the mille supply.’”’ 


TO SEND RELIEF SHIP 
TO GET SHACKLETON 


British Government Will Dis- 
patch an Expedition at Once to 
Aid Antarctic Explorers.

LONDON, Monday, May 8.—The Daily

ten months she was adrift. Only re- 
cently she reached a New Zealand port.

Undoubtedly the rescue expedition will 
go to the Ross Sea base first to rescue 
these men. It is possible that news of 
Shackleton himself and his immediate 
party will be obtained there. 


JEWS FOR PREPAREDNESS. 


Allusion to Frank Case at Dinner of 
Charities Federation. 


More than 1,000 members of the Fed- 
eration of Jewish Charities of Brooklyn 
attended the dinner of the organization 
last night at Kismet Temple, Herkimer 
Street and Nostrand Avenue. The toast- 
master was Benjamin H. Mann. Henry 
Morgenthau, ex-Ambassador to Turkey, 
was to have been the principal guest, but 
was unable to attend because of illness. 
Supreme Court Justice Hugo Pan of Illi- 
nois spoke on ‘‘ Preparedness and the 
Jews.’’ Other speakers were the Rev. 
Nehemiah Boynton and Supreme Court 
Justice Luke B. Stapleton of Brooklyn. 

‘*In these days of preparedness talk 
our words take on a new significance,’’ 
said Justice Pan. ‘‘ Military prepared- 
ness is soon dissipated without a con- 
temporaneous preparédness in industry. 
The Jews are for the most part for pre- 
paredness with heart and soul. To them 
it means as much as to any one else. 
During the terrible war secrets of State 
have been revealed or betrayed, and in 
some instances Jews have been blamed. 


We must protect ourselves from these 
charges.”’ 

‘** When we rose to demand justice for 
a man charged with murder we were 
charged with seeking to save him simply 
because he was a fellow Jew. The man 
responsible for the hanging of this man 
is trying now to ride roughshod over 
the grave of this man to the Governor- 
ship. So in this preparedness we Jews 
must be more enthusiastic than we have 
been. We must recognize that duty to 
our country is greater than our duty to 
our fellow Jews.”’ 

The reference to the Frank case was 
brought out by the announcement in yes- 
terday’s newspapers that Hugh Dorsay, 
one of the prosecutors, had announced 
his candidacy for Governor of Georgia. 


MELLEN’S VIEWS OF DEFENSE 


Former Head of New Haven Sees 
Transportation as Vital Factor.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., May 
Charles S. Mellen, former President of 
the New Haven Rallroad, gave to a cor- 
respondent for THe Times his views on 
preparedness today. Naturally he dis- 
cussed the problem from a transporta- 
tion standpoint.

I'll wager that the battle would 
be over before half of them had arrived 
within earshot of the scene of’ action. 
It’s easy eno'igh to see what the situa- 
tion would be like, Just recall a 
vard-Yale football game. It taxes the 
résourcés of the New Haven Railroad to 
take care of the football crowds of about 
30,000 passengers, Yet the New Haven 
is a four-track road between New Haven 
and New York. and a, two-track road 
between New Haven and Bostwun.”’

WASHINGTON, May 7. — President 
Wilson, speaking at a celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the American Bible Society to- 
day, dwelt on the usefulness of the Bible 
in drawing peoples together.

o | 8pect to the spread. of the Scripture. 
.| We are celebrating the one hundredth 
anniversary of the American Bible So- 
ciefY, and there are other Bible societies 
.}| older than it,.but 100 years is a very 
small part of the history of Christianity, 
and this great Bible is the main vehicle 
of Christianity. Widespread, systematic 
missionary endeavor is also modern and 
recent as gauged by the measures of his- 
tory; and it is with a sort of feeling 
that we stand at the youth, at the be- 
ginning of hope of what may be accom-

“The work of the Bible societies of 
the world is the one great nondenomi- 
national missionary enterprise.

Jimenez Resigns His Post to Avert

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Repub- 
lic, May 7.—General Juan Jimenez, Pres- 
ident of Santo Domingo, has resigned.

SCHIFF GIFT OF $50,000. 


Fund to Perpetuate Yiddish Classics 
in English. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—Announce- 
ment of a gift of $50,000 by Jacob H. 
Schiff, to be used in translating ~ and 
perpetuating in the English language a 
number of the best Yiddish classics, was 
made tonight, at the annual meeting of 
the Jewish Publication Society of 
America, which was held at Dropsie 
College. 

Mr. Schiff a year ago made a like 
contribution of $50,000 to the powety 
to finance a new revision of the Jewis 
Bible. This work is well under way, 
and the officers of the society tonight 
announced that the new Bible, printed 
in English, would be off the presses 
by September. 

Mr. Schiff in an address at the meet- 
ing of the society tonight asserted that 
Yiddish was not a modern language, if 
a real language at all, and could have 
no future in America. 

“Children of immigrants,’’ he said, 
‘“who are either born here or come 
here in very young years, and. who go 
to our public schools, will not find Yid- 
dish sympathetic. They will avoid 
speaking it and reading it, even if they 
hear it in their homes.’”’ 

Mr. Schiff also denounced the pro- 
posed Jewish Congress as the work of 
‘“‘a handful of agitators for political 
purposes.”’

CHRIST’S DIVINITY ACCEPTED 


Denied That There Was Any Luke- 
warmness Toward the Miracles 
and the Resurrection.

The Rev. Dr. Harlan G. Mendenhall, 
Moderator of the Presbytery of New 
York, made a statement last night con- 
cerning the charge of disloyalty brought 
by the Presbytery of Cincinnati, which 
is to be taken up by the General As- 
sembly on May 18 at Atlantic City, de- 
fining the religious beliefs of the three 
graduates of Union Seminary, whose 
licensing caused Cincinnati to demand 
that New York be cut off from. member- 
ship. ¢ 

“There has evidently been a misun- 
derstanding,”’ said the Rev. Dr, Men- 
denhall, ‘‘as to the attitude of those 
young men on questions of a doctrinal 
nature. For example, they have beén 
spoken of as denying any belief in the 
Virgin birth. As a matter of tact, they 
declared that they. believed in the pre- 
existence of Christ as a person and his 
incarnation as Jesus of Nazareth. They 
did not deny a belief in the Virgin birth. 

“All three of the cahdidates ex- 
pressed their belief in the miracles of 
the Lord, in the raising of Lazarus from 
the dead, and in the resurrection of our 
Lord himself and His appearances to 
His disciples, as reported in the gospels. 

‘‘The Presbytery of New York 
heartily and fully loyal to the evangeli- 
cal faith and to thé standards of the 
Presbyterian Church, and it is careful 
and zealous in upholding that faith and 
those standards. It has never defied 
nor does it intend to defy the authority 
of the General Assembly, for whose de- 
liverances it has the: highest respect.’’

WHITMAN TO CUT $1,000,000. 


Will Approve $7,000,000 to Barge 
Canal Sinking Fund. — 


Governor Whitman, who came down 
from Albany yesterday for today’s cere- 
monies in connection with the breaking 
of ground for the nave of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, said at the St.

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The net effect on the stock market of 
last week’s momentous events was a 
fractional gain. In the week’s move- 
ments all other considerations were sub- 
ordinated to the German reply to our 
demands and to the action which this 
Government was expected to take on 
Germany’s reply. The forward move- 
ment which expressed the final opinion 
of the financial. community so far as 
last. week's operations ‘were concerned 
did’ not “indicate that Wall Street. be- 
lieved that the German note put an end 
to the submarine controversy. It was 
very far from. taking that view, but 
it did feel that Germany’s response 
would be accépted by the American Gov- 
ernment as sufficiently meeting its de- 
mands. It: was to this particular phase 
of the matter that Wall Street ad- 
dressed its inquiries, and when upbidding 
stocks at the close of the week it was 
not concerning itself with the possible 
ultimate consequences of accepting as- 
surances hedged about as the German 
assurances are. It left the future to 
the future. The bears who covered 
their short sales, the other traders who 
came into the market or who increased 
their holdings, and the followers of 
commission houses who likewise bought 
were in ‘practical fashion expressing 
their belief that another crisis in our 
relations with Germany had passed. 
That, however, was all. Some of the 
men most influential in forming the 
judgment of the financial district said 
at the week’s close that they regarded 
the matter as still far from unsettled. 
Very few seemed to be of the opinion 
that our controversy with Germany 
was definitely at an end. 


Traders had feared a break with Ger- 
many as something which, for the time 
being, would greatly unsettle the mar- 
ket, although more substantial financial 
opinion was that, save temporarily, a 
break with Germany would not adverse- 
ly effect the American financial or busi- 
ness situation. From Monday until the 
close on Thursday the market was re- 
actionary after the ubidding of prices 
the previous week. That had been based 
on the assumption that the German re- 
ply would be favorable, but last week 
some doubt was felt less too much had 
been assumed in respect to the German 
response. The publication of the note 
was begun on Friday, before the open- 
ing of the market, but there was no 
chance to digest it all before trading 
began for that day. The first passages 
of the note left the impression that no 
concessions would be granted. The mar- 
ket broke violently in the first few min-| ! 
utes of trading, but when time had been 
had to read the balance of the note, 
traders came to the conclusion that there 
Was enough in it in the way of com- 
pliance with American demands to lead 
the Government to accept it. That 
brought an immediate change. From 
heavy sellers traders turned heavy buy- 
ers, and before the close of that day 
had carried the market well above the 
final prices of the previous session. 
The movement was carried considerably 
further on Saturday. 


It is interesting to compare the: pres- 
ent status of the stock market with 
what it was just a year ago, when the 
Lusitania was sunk. At the lowest point 
touched on the Sussex crisis the general 
level of prices was more than 16 points 
above the low ‘igure touched on the 
sinking of the Lusitania. The broad 
movements of the stock market, as 
measured by the average of the leading 
fifty issues since the beginning of last 
year, with special reference to the 
effects. of the submarine controversy, 
may be set down as follows:

What is the main impression this rec- 
ord leaves? Unmistakably it is that 
the American security market has been 
governed by conditions which are re- 
garded as paramount to any influence 
which might be exerted as a result of 
our controversy with Germany over her 
illegal submarine warfare. The crisis 
which have. punctuated that contro- 
versy have found reflection, sometimes 
acute reflection, 
but on each occasion it has rallied 
quickly and has gone on its way. The 
broad movement represented in the re- 
action from last year’s high prices was 
unassociated with the course of our 
diplomatic exchanges with Berlin. Our 
trade position and trade outlook, our 
financial situation and the sum total 
of the economic factors making up the 
American position, such as it is today, 
are regarded as too firmly founded to 
be seriously assailed, no matter what 
the outcome of our controversy with 
Germany. 

The solid facts of the American eco- 
nomic situation, peculiarly favorable in 
many respects, furnish the real basis 
for ‘the stock market and enable it 
easily to recover from such concern as 
attends the recurring crisis in our in- 
ternational relations.

** Who giveth this woman to be mar- 
ried to this man?” is marked by «the 
commission as optional and aged in 
brackets.
